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FLOATING PERILS. 


An international .conference of rep- 


resentatives 
of transatlantic 
and 


.other steamship companies was held 
not. long ago to discuss mean* of se- 
curing relief from the - dangers of 
derelicts in the various 
steamship 


routes. It is estimated that about 
twenty of these -movable dancers are 
floating about In the North Atlantic 
all the time, and that the average 
period adrift for each one is approxi- 
mately thirty days. Bat this is only 
an average, in some cases wreck* 
keeping afloat for months, and even 
years, before disappearing, and be- 
ing reported scores of time, at places 
widely distant from each other. The 
schooner Union Flag, abandoned off 
the capes of the Delaware years ago, 
after being many times reported, 
the last time near the banks of New- 
foundland, disappeared 
from 
view 


for snore than' a year, and then went 
to pieces on the Irish coast. The 
schooner Ebeneter Haggett has with- 
in a few days been towed Into a port 
at the Azores islands, after a cruise 
of over 2,000 miles as a wreck, dur- 
ing which it was seen and reported 
by many different vessels. 
But the 


record is held <by the schooner Fan- 
nie E. Wolatan, which' after being 
wrecked in the Gulf stream drifted 
around in the Atlantic for three years 
and six days, and finally went ashore 
one one of the West India islands, 
within 200 miles of the place where 
she waft dismasted and abandoned. 
. Steamship companies 
recognize 


that these floating derelicts, con- 
stantly changing their positions, are 
a constant menace to their property 
and the lives of the passengers by 
their vessels and they favor some 
form' of government relief, involving 
the detail of one or more steamers to 
follow up reports of derelicts, and 
destroying the wrecks when found. 
The majority of these derelicts origl 
nate in the waters along the coast of 
the United States, and th* unani- 
mous report of the delegates 
from 


this country was as follows: 


"It is earnestly recommended that 


a steam vessel of about 800 tons' die- 
placement be built, -which shall be 
especially fitted for and adapted to 
the service of taking the ocean in 
bad "weather, for the purpose of blow- 
Ing up or 
otherwise destroying 


wrecks and derelicts 
or 
bringing 


them into port; such vessel to be 
bwllt under the direction of and at- 
tached to the navy department, and 
that particular attention be paid to 
ktr strength and to the strength, size 
and character of her boats, owing to 
the fact that the services of such 
vessel are required principally Just 
after a storm, wto«n the seas are still 
running high and when no ordinary 
boat could take the sea. Special 
design in the bull is required, on ac- 
count of being subject to rough 
weather and heavy sea* and on ae-, 
count of having frequently to 
t*sMlft submerged.

The 
costumes also must be looked after 
and are oftentimes th« most expen- 
sive part of the production since the

In San Toy 
many of the dresse* worn were im- 
ported from .China, 
iwhile 
others 


were brought from.' London and some 
were made, in New York. Other tm 
portant item* are wig* and shoes 
which must be of the finest. After 
everything else 1*' completed, crates 
and trunks tor packing and trans- 
porting all these articles must be 
provided. AH in all, "getting up" a 
production like San Toy is quite an 
undertaking.

lican end of the foreign relations com- 
mittee are dissatisfied because tbe ac- 
tion rcas taken, preferring tbat tbe 
matter bad been left open for a deci- 
sion by tbe courts. 


Abide from any questions relating to 


the sugar and tobacco interests In tbe 
United States, it is certain tbat if the 
change had not been made requiring 
approval by congress the treaty would 
not bave been ratified by the ratber 
decisive majority secured. A number 
of southern senators vrho voted for 
ratification \vould never bave consent- 
ed to tbe proposition that the president 
and the senate of the United States 
have power to make changes in the 
customs laws of the country without 
participation by the house of repre- 
sentatU es in the matter. It is certain 
also tbat a number of Republican sen- 
ators, some of whom bave no objection 
to reciprocity with Cuba, would not 
have been willing to vote for ratifica- 
tion if it wat to be understood that the 
changes in the customs laws would go 
into effect without sanction by the 
house 


It is rather surprising, In view of the 


deep interest felt in this .matter by 
some of the ablest men in congress, 
that the action of the senate in post- 
poning tbe full effect of the treaty un- 
til the sense of the house of representa- 
tives could be tested should be subject- 
ed to so much complaint in some quar- 
ters, and there are charges tbat It was 
a hold up on the part of the beet sugar 
and tobacco states senators to prevent 
the treaty being carried into effect be- 
fore next winter. Certainly the consti- 
tutional lawyers in the bouse wbo bave 
examined tbe question do not regard it 
in that light. Regardless of any opin- 
ion as to tbe merits of reciprocity, those 
members and some of tbe leading sen- 
ators see in the Cuban treaty, as it 
was by some proposed to be carried 
out, a constitutional question of the 
utmost Importance. They do not be- 
lieve that under the terms of the con- 
stitution the president and senate have 
power to make effective a treaty which, 
changes the customs and revenue laws 
of tbe country unless the house ap- 
proves of such changes. Some of the 
members go even further than that 
and assert that the house must take 
the initiative In authorizing the treaty. 
The latter class of representatives as- 
sert that the changes in the custom 
laws provided for iu this reciprocity 
treaty will not be lcg:il even if the 
house approves of the treaty now that 
It has been ratified by the senate.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S ATTITUDE 


CLEARLY DEFINED. 


Bullded Better Than They Knew. 
It is true, as tbe secretary of the 


treasury said, that tbe fathers of the 
republic builded better than they 
knaw. They regarded protection as a 
temporary device to safeguard our in- 
fant industries over their initial stage 
and which might be abandoned •when 
they had become established. They did 
not know the permanence of the condi- 
tions against which protection was a 
safeguard; they did not realize that 
tbe conditions of better living which, 
the protective tariff made possible 
needed constant vigilance to preserve 
them against the competition of labor 
that was accustomed to a lower stand- 
ard of comfort. Tbe free traders in the 
United States constantly sneer at the 
infant industries" which still need 
protection, but the trend of events in 
Great Britain shows that even in free 
trade there is no assurance of perma- 
nency or stability. Under the protec- 
tion assured by the Dingley tariff tbe 
prosperity of the industrial interests of 
the United States has been so largely 
enhanced that half England is crying 
out for the abandonment of free trade 
and for a return to the old policy of 
protection under which Great Britain 
attained to its industrial prosperity.— 
Brooklyn Times 


Cleveland'* Strength. 


The Now York World is actively 


booming Cleveland for the Democratic 
nomination for president next year and 
says that "the whole question resolves 
itself into this- What other Democrat 
is as strong as Cleveland?"

This prosperity is deep 
rooted and stands on a firm basis be* 
cause it is due to the fact that the aver- 
age American has in him the stuff out 
of which victors are made in the great 
industrial contests of the present day, 
just us in the great military contests of 
the past, and because be is now able 
to use and develop bis qualities to best 
advantage under our well established 
economic system- 
We are winning 


headship among the nations of the 
world because our people are "able to 
keep their high average of individual 
citizenship and show their mastery in 
the hard, complex, pushing life of the 
age. There will be fluctuations from 
time to time in our prosperity, but it 
will continue to grow Just so long as 
•wo keep up this high average of indi- 
vidual citizenship and permit it to work 
out its own salvation under proper 
economic legislation. 
•*• 


The present phenomenal prosperity 


has been won under a tariff which was 
made in accordance with certain fixed 
and definite principles, the most impor- 
tant of which is an avowed determina- 
tion to protect the interests of the 
American produce^ business 
man, 


wage worker and farmer alike. The 
general tariff policy to which, without 
regard to changes in detail, I believe 
this country is irrevocably committed 
Is fundamentally based upon ample 
recognition of the difference between 
the cost of production—that is, tbe 
cost of labor—here and abroad and of. 
the need to see to it that our laws shall 
iu no event afford advantage in our 
own market to foreign industries over 
American industries, to foreign capital 
o\ ec American capital, to foreign labor 
o^er our own labor. This country haa 
and this country needs better paid, bet- 
ter educated, better fed and better 
clothed workingmen, of a higher type 
than are to be found in any foreign 
country. It has and it needs a higher, 
more vigorous and more prosperous 
type of tillers of the soil than is pos- 
sessed by any other country. The busi- 
ness men, the merchants and manu- 
facturers and the managers 'of the 
transportation interests show the same 
superiority when compared with men 
ot their type abroad. The events of 
the last few years have shown how 
skillfully the leaders of American in- 
dustry use in international business 
competition the 
mighty 
industrial 


weapons forged for them by the re- 
sources of our country, the wisdom of 
our laws and the skill, the Inventive 
genius and the administrative capacity 
of our people. 


It is of course a mere truism to say 


that we want to use everything in our 
power to foster the welfare of our en- 
tire body politic.

It is al- 
most as neoessiiary that our policy 
should be stable as that it should be 
wise. 
A nation like ours could not 


long stand the ruinous policy of read- 
justing its business to radical changes 
in the tariff at short intervals, espe- 
cially when, as now, owing to the im- 
mense extent and variety of our prod- 
ucts, the tariff schedules carry rates of 
duty on thousands of different articlte. 
Sweeping and violent changes in such 
a tariff, touching so vitally the inter- 
ests of oil of us, embracing agricul- 
ture, labor, manufactures and com- 
merce, would be disastrous in any 
o\ ent, and they would be fatal to our 
present well being if approached on 
tho theory that the principle of the 
protective tariff was to be abandoned. 
Tho business world—that Is, the entire 
American world—cannot afford, if it 
has any regard for its own welfare, 
even to consider tho advisability of 
abandoning the present system. 


Yet, on the other band, where the 


Industrial conditions so 
frequently 


change, ns with us must of necessity 
bo tho case. It is a matter of prime Im- 
portance that wo should be able from 
time to time to ndnpt our economic pol- 
icy to tho changed condition*. Our 
aim should bo to preserve tho policy 
of a protective tariff, in which tho na- 
tion n» n whole baa acquiesced, and 
yot wherever and whenever necessary 
to chnnite tho dutle» in particular para- 
graph* or schedule* as matters of le*> 


detail U roea taeafe to de- 


by tbe Interests of tbe nation 


aa a whole. 


In making any readjustment there 


are certain important conaidenitions 
which cannot be disregarded- If a tar- 
iff law has on tbe whole worked well, 
and if business has prospered under it 
and is prospering, it may be better to 
endure some inconveniences and in- 
equalities for a time than by making 
changes to risk causing disturbance 
and perhaps paralysis in tbe Industries 
and business of the country. Tbe fact 
that the change in a given rate of duty 
may be thought desirable does not set* 
tie the question whether it is advisa- 
ble to make tbe change immediately. 
Every tariff deals with duties on thou- 
sands of articles arranged in hundreds 
of paragraphs and in many schedules. 
These duties affect a vast number of 
interests, which are often conflicting. 
If necessary for our welfare, then, of 
course, congress must. consider tbe 
question of changing the law as a 
whole or changing any given rates of 
duty, but we must remember that 
whenever even a single schedule is' 
considered some interest will appear 
to demand a change in almost every 
schedule in the law, and when it comes 
to upsetting tbe schedules generally 
the effect upon the business interests 
of the country would be ruinous,— 
President Roosevelt at Minneapolis 
April 4. 


The Ohio Elections. 


Republican success in the recent mu- 


nicipal elections In Ohio was practical- 
ly unmarred. Democratic strongholds 
were overturned in many parts of the 
state. In Republican cities the party 
candidates, were elected by larger ma- 
jorities than ever known before, and 
in some instances more Republican 
votes were polled than in tbe last pres- 
idential election. 


No national issues figured in the cam- 


paign except in onejaity, where tbe 
Democratic nominee for mayor was 
expected to become presidential tim- 
ber if be succeeded. The result was 
that bis Republican opponent received 
a majority double the largest Repub- 
lican majority on record. 


In Michigan a state ticket was elect- 


ed by the Republicans with a majority 
of over 40,000.—Jersey City Journal.

Provided, how- 
ever, that whenever any of said holi- 
days shall occur on Saturday, 
the 


stores shall be opened at the pleas- 
ure of the prop-ie tor 


"That the; hour of closing shall be 


six o'clock, p .m, every day except 
Saturday and the clay before a holi- 
day, that is to be observed as such. 
It shall, however, be the privilege of 
any dealer to keep open two even- 
ings previous to Fourth of July, 
Thansksgiving or Christmas, should 
he consider such action desirable." 


The resolution will go into effect 


May first and 
the 
agreement 
is 


signed by thirty dealers.
